St. Louis Work-house a reporter, in or- 
der that in the garb of a convict, he 
he might note the exact nature of the man- 
agement, whether good, bad or indifferent. 
There existed a well-defined feeling that it 
was quite bad. The reporter who offered him- 
gelt for the ignominious sacrifice proved un- 
successful, for the reason that he was well 
known and of conspicuous appearance. He 
could smash a lamp post, load up with beer, 
orabuse an officer, but he could not force 
himself any further than into the august pres- 
ence of a police judge, who, recognizing him, 
would decline to fine him for the misdemeanor 
he had willfully committed. The Work-house 
managers wished no reporters spying into 
their daily doings and publishimg them to 
the world.Consequently, after a few attempts, 
the scheme fell through, although it had 
been successfully prosecuted in other cities. 
Recently, however, a reporter made the trip 
for the PostT-DISPATCH with entire success. 
He secured entrance tothe famous abode of 
the rock-breakers on a trivial charge, and 


make areport of the policy and actual 


certain, sometimes the most unjust, thing 
in the world. In consequence, at the 
St. Work-house there is always asprink- 
ling of men entirely out of keeping with their 
surroundings. By far the greater portion, 
however, belong strictly to the hoodlum ele- 
ment, and it is wonderful how very many are 
below the age of 21. There are lots of mere 
boys, ana they are often the most trouble- 
some, doing little work and stirring up most of 
the daily trouble. Another conspicuous ele- 
ment at the Work- house is the cranks,the weak- 
minded and the partially insane. Tney are often 
sentthere by their unfeeling relatives just to 
got rid ot them. Their lot is most miserable 
as they are constantly beset and annoyed by 
the hoedlums. Still another element consists 
ot old men and cripples who could hardly earn 
their living Outside. They have a compara- 
tively easy time, doing almost no work and 
anxious for nothing but tobacco. 
WORKING OUT FINES. 

The fines run from $5 and costs or $8 up to 
$500, Dut the limit of time is six months. A 
plain drunk will get a $5 or $10 fine. Nominally 
the prisoner is allowed 50 oents a day for his 
work, but by arbitrary and mean restrictions 
this is reduced to 39 or 40 cents. For instance, 
no pay is allowed for the day on which the 
fine is imposed; no pay is given for Sunday, 
but, om the contrary, half of the pay of Sat- 
urday is taken off to pay for the 
two miserable meals of Sunday. A % 
fine therefore requires twenty-one days 
for working it out, and a $10 fine thirty-two 
days. A miserable wreteh who climbs into an 


$25 will have to do seventy-two days of hard 
labor te make up for his indiscretion. This is 
very near a mockery of justice, but is the 
simon-pure article of Police Court justice 
nevertheless. Fines fromthe Criminal Court 
are by law worked out at the rate of $2 a day 
without restriction. 
BATHING AND WASHING. 

Everybody on- arrival must take a bath and 
don the clothes of the institution, which are 
good and all-sufficient unless, perhaps, in the 
coldest weather. Every Saturday at 5 o’clock 
the white men, numbering about 200, all bathe 
in one tank in squads which follow with great 
rapidity. The tank is about six feet by five 
and the water, which is four feet deep, is un- 
changed for the whole 200. Think of 200 very 
dirty men bathing in one little 
tank of water! Not a few ofthem are afflicted 
with diseusting complaints, while others are 
covered with ulcers and running sores, and 
still others delight in the itch and erysipelas. 
There is no reason why the bathing should not 
ocoupy two hours or more, and the water be 
freely changed, exeept, indeed, the indiffer- 
ence and laziness of the officers who are 
anxious to get off duty. Is it not monstrous to 
arrest men for trivial misdemeanors 
and put them to such risks 
and accumulated nastiness? It is not the dirt - 
lest men but the cleanest who shudder most at 
the thought of the weekly cold bath—and itis 
cold, wnmercifully cold in May before the 
hydrant water turns warm. The whole matter 
should be looked into. The negroes, who 
always stand at the top in work-house estima- 
tion, bathe in the women’s bath-house. 
The fact is the institution has no 
bath-house at all, only a couple of sink holes.

learned through the ordinary channels of ob- 
servation. The newspaper visitor toa penal 
institution is graciously received and allowed 
to see only the good points. He misses any 
horrors that have recently occurred, and goes 
home with his pockets full of cigars. A 
Grand-jury or a Board of Health sees still 
less, and their Visits, as inspectors, 
amount toa farce. In consequence public 
institutions go unwritten, and keepers, 
wardens and guards feel secure in any little 
irregularity, meanness, or brutality of which 
they may be guilty. Men of humane instincts 
do not seek such positions, and men of harsh 
instincts, when left to themselves and allowed 
to escape observation, grow consfantly 
harsher. Occasionally an ex-convict finds his 
way to * newspaper office and 
pours out his tale of wrong. 
Whether it be true or not, the keepers, en- 
cased in their walis, care little, and the matter 
soon blows over. It is only when a flagrant 
case of injustice can be proved upon a jail 
official that he winces—for the safety of his 
bread and butter. It bas taken years 
to unearth the horrors of some 
penitentiaries, but when done it was 
well done, and, generally speaking, 
penal institutions are much more humanely 
conducted than afew years back, but barbar- 
ities still existin some of the best of them. 
Much good and no barm would come if a re- 
portorial view could be had of every work- 
house and penitentiary in the land. The one 
who succeeded in inspecting the St. Louis in- 
stitution has supplied the Post-DISPATCH with 
an account of what he saw and learned.

I. 
THE INSTITUTION. 


Ita Location and the Method of Its Manage- 
ment—Offenses of the Inmates. 


The St. Louis Work-house is located upon 


"the river front a mile or so below the Arsenal 


grounds, oratthe corner of Broadway and 
Meramec streets. The site isa bluff known as 
Point Breeze; is leased by the city and is oper - 
ated as a quarry to supply macadam for the 
repair and grading of the streets. The quarry 
is outside of but adjoins the main inclosure, 
which has the buildings. There is also a 
very large kitchen garden. In addition 
to the quarry, gangs of men go out upon the 
streets and work at grading in the suburbs; 
there is also a small brush factory, operated 
chiefly by women. 

The office of superintendent is appointive, 
and is worth $100a month with everything 
found. The present incumbent, William 
Kunz, was appointed by Mayor Overstolz and 
reappointed by Mayor Ewiug. He was pre- 
viously a sergeant of police and wears a cork 
leg as a memento of the service. 

THE INMATES. 

The Work-house is for the punishment of 
violators of city ordinances and is also used 
for the petty criminals. who meet their fate in 
the Court of Criminal Correction. The Police 
Courts supply nine-tenths of the inmates. 
These are chiefly drunks, idlers, trespassers 
and distarbers of the peace. These offenses 
are not criminal and being the most ial 
known to the law their punishment should not 
be of the nature of a penitentiary where 
hardened criminals chiefly abound. 
Hundreds of the best citizens get drunk occa- 
sionally, but their offenses are overlooked by 
the officers of the law. Sometimes one is run 
m. dalled out, and pays a fine the next day. 
It is only the poor man who cannot pay 
fine, or the unfortunate who cannot hoy

II. 
THE DAILY ROUTINE. 


Incidents in the Every Day Life of Prison- 
ers—The Cells and Beds—Sickness. 


The daily life of the prisoner runs as fol- 
lows: A bell is furiously rung at 5 a. m., 
though for what purpose cannot be surmised, 
unless to give the men time for devotions. At 
5:45a rising bell is rung, and at6o’clock the 
breakfast beil. Between the last two the men 
have descended, performed their abbreviated 
ablutions and formed in double line with the 
negroes in front, these gentlemen sitting al- 
ways at the head of the long tables. After 
breakfast lines are formed for the quarry , the 
two gangs that work on the streets standing 
apart. The men are always in the quarry at 
6:30 o’clock—a olear iniposition of one half an 
hour upon their rights, making each day ten 
and one-half hours long. Dinner takes place 
at 12, noon, and is followed by three-quarters 
of an hour of alleged rest, sitting on the floor 
stones in the crowded corridor between the 
lower floor of cells. Supper occurs at 6 and 
at 9 o’clock a g0-to-bed bell closes 
the day. The street gangs, or ‘‘clay-banks’’ 
as they are called, ride in carts to their work, 
often miles away, and knock off early enough 
to be back by 6 o’clock. They are generally 
the stoutest and tallest of the men, and from 
8a.m.to4p.m. have to work pretty lively 
with pick and shovel. Dinner is sent to them 
in wagons and is rather more abundant than 
that served at the house. 


THE QUARRY WORK. 

Labor in the quarry cannot be called at all 
hard for a healthy man of even moderate 
strength. For most of those who work there 
the labor is light. The quarry foreman, 
‘‘Chris,’’ as he is known, is a man who will 
always hear a decent request, and he rarely or 
never asks a man to do what is beyond his 
strength. The heaviest men, as a rule, are 
put to the heaviest jobs, except of course 
the few trusties. It may be doubted 
whether he is a good quarry manager 
in the matter of getting out a large quantity of 
salabie rock with the force he has, but heisa 
reasonable task-master. Many men do little 
work by constantly watching him. 

Mr. Brown, who is foreman of the rock- 
breakers, and also a guardsman, is by all odds 
the most popular man in the institution among 
the prisoners. He possesses the faculty of 
getting his men to do fair work without abus- 
ing them or talking to them as though they 
were dogs. He rarely curses a man for any 
little carelessness. He is a brother of Andy 
Brown, the undertaker. 

THE CELLS AND BEDS. 

The best feature of the Kunz method of con- 
ducting a work-house is the attention paid to 
the cleanliness and comfort of the cells. 
These are light and airy and about 12x15 feet 
in size. Each accommodates eight prisoners 
and has two double-tiered double bedsteads 
made of iron. The mattresses and bedding 
are nearly new. The building being 
old ie buggy, but so much effort 
is made to down the pests that no one is 
bothered by them. The walls are frequently 
whitewashed, the floors washed daily, and 
carbolic acid used periodically. Half the 
prisoners in the Institution do not enjoy so 
good and comfortable a bed when out of it. 


‘No Work-house can surpass the St. Louis in 
thie respect. The scrubbing, sweeping, t., 
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empty freight car on a rainy night and is ned 


prisoners wish to avoid work, complaints of 
sickness are regarded as lies. The first com- 
plaint gets a flat refusai—not infrequently a 
blow. but if the sick man persists, he will be 
put into the sick cell. With acunning that is 
brutal, this cell is by all odds the most uncom- 
fortable in the place, the design being to 
make it so disagreeable that & man 
would rather break rock outof doors than 
remain upon its wretched pallets. In addi- 
tion to the sick, the crazy folks are chucked 
into this cell, and all of the newcomers who 
arrive at 3:30 p. m. occupy it till supper time. 
A well man is made sick in this noisome hole, 
and a sick one may congratulate himself if he 
doesn’t die. The prevailing diseases of the 
place are dlarrhœa and dysentery, although 
constipation is not infrequent. The diet seems 
to disagree with nearly every inmate, full 
three-fourths suffering with diarrhea. 
A medical student or some new-fiedged pill- 
maker is supposed to visit the place daily, but 
he is as difficult to see as a king. Even his 
instructions are not carried out by the officers, 
and he has no authority to really order a man 
to the Hospital or out ot the quarry. Two in- 
mates died during the reporter’s stay and 
three were sent to the Insane Asylum. Just 
as policemen sometimes arrest a man ina fit 
as drunk, so do the brilliant police judges 
sometimes fine a stark mad man for assault 
anc battery or some other offense.

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III. 
THE MENU. 


Daily Bill of Fare—Sweet Water for Coffee 
The Famous Corn-Dodger. 


The daily bill of fare runs as follows: Break- 
fast—Small pint of black coffee without swect- 
ening, a4x6-inch section of cold corndodger 
and a pieplate half full of sweetened water to 
wet it up with. Dinner consists of a kind of 
attenuated dish-watery pea or bean soup, & 
large piece of most excellent white bread and 
a small chunk of boiled beef. Supper con- 
sists of more soup or ‘‘skilly’’ and more 
white bread. The tables night 
and morning are always very 
crowded, the men sitting on benches jammed 
up in long rows. The actual eating time which 
the average man gets is only from four to six 
minutes, although nominally ten minutes, 
mach time being occupied in seating the men 
and getting them out of the hall again. No 
pretense is made that the men can eat in the 
time given them. All they can do is to gulp 
down the liquids and take out the solids with 
them in their hands. In a day which 
is so long there is no excuse for 
this whateyer, and itis an unnecessary impo- 
sition of a careless management. At noon and 
at night the attending guards are of course 
anxious to getto their own meals, and hence 
they hustle out the men without regard to 
dietary decency. The men gulping down their 
food would be an interesting sight to the 
Board of Health, but this body will never 
witness it for the reason that when they 
make a visit more time is given, and, 
if the visit is known ahead, more food 
is provided. Unless a man is a rather large 
eater the quantity of food supplied is sufficient. 
The general complaint is to the sloppiness of 
the food, soup twice and coffee and sweet- 
ened water once a day, giving too constant a 
run of spoon victuals. The meat is alsorather 
scarce and often quite fatty or gristly. 

COFFEE—SWEETENED WATER. 
The best feature of the coffee served is that 


un ie ener hot. It is made for the entire 


397 prisoners out of from one-half to two- 
thirds of a bucket of genuine coffe. As this 
would not even color the water a large quan- 
tity ot suitable chemical coffee essence and 
acid is added. This gives a dark color 
to the beverage, which tastes more 
like a drug store than a restaurant. 
A peculiarity also of the coffee is that 
italways carries a greasy scum, due to the 
fact that it is served inthe same tin bowls as 
the soup of the night before. The Work-house 
system of dish-washing is to put the tinware 
into a tub, the operation is then completed by 
pouring hot water over the tins. This plan is 
speedy and easy and likewise enriches the 
morning mocha. 

The sweetened water which is given to wet 
up the marvelous hoecake is prepared by put- 
ting eight buckets of water to one of 
molasses. It isexactly the same prepara- 
tion that children make and drink from a pop 
bottle. Whoever discovered this nauseating 
and transparent fluid to be an article of food 
deserves a medal. Somebody at the St. Louis 
Work-house is entitled to it. Possibly, the 
sweetening hasbeen introduced asa general 
and wholesale physic, and if sois an entire 
success. Sweetened water is cheap, and 
cheapness is the main study at the rock pile. 
The next Grand-jury should ask for a bottle of 
sweetened water just as a matter of curiosity 
and physiological research. As a matter of 
fact, it wouldn’t soil a shirt frontor gum up 
aladys’ white gloves. 


THE FAMOUS CORN- DODGER. 

By all odds the most wonderful production 
of the Work-house is thecern bread. Itis 
somewhat heavier than zinc and has the te- 
nacity of wrought-iron. It would make good 
macadam if it could be broken. The reporter 
brought away a sample about the size ofa steel 
bloom, mtending eventually to make it the 
corner-stone of his mansion, butit proved too 
heavy to carry around and was turned over to 
a granite street contractor. The stuff is 
forged in bars at the Work-house every 
night. Only such prisoners as desire to 
suicide ever attempt to eat it. Especially do 
the negroes, who dote on anything that i 
corn bread, avoid it. The blacksmith who 
constructs the terrrible stuff should sell his 
recipe tothe dynamiters. Some years ago, 
several sections of it were ladled and exhib- 
itedin a Market street window. They at- 
tractedmuch attention and were the wonder- 
ment of all bakers whosaw them, Why the 
stuff is made and regularly thrown away at the 
Work-house is not known. 

THE WATER. 

The water served at table and inthe cells is 
most excellent, being hydrant water that has 
been cooled in a deep cistern. Especially at 
this season of the year is it a delight to the 
prisoners. The water hauled to the quarry is 
bydrant water and is regularly bailed from the 
mule trough at the stables. Forty head of 
mules, some cows anda horse or two drink 
out of this trough, but that does not interfere 
with its fitness for prisoners’ use. 80 also 
with the gangs that go upon the street—the 
same bucket is used for mule and men. 

KITCHEN AND GARDEN. 

The kitchen is operated by a paid steward 
and five male prisoners. These have to per- 
form the difficult culinary operations of hack- 
ing up the beef and dragging the water for the 
coffee, the sweetening and the ‘‘skilly.’’ The 
white bread comes from the Poor-house 

, Which supplies all the city institutions.

plentifully with water. Sometimes it is so 


thin at supper that the bottom of the bowl can. 
be seen through it, but generally it looks and 
tastes like hot hydrant water thickened with a 

little salt and with a few drops of greas® 
sprinkled on top. 

The garden is operated by a paid gardener 
and as many prisoners as he may need. The 
product is large but nothing goes to the 
prisoner’s table till late in the season. When 
tomatoes are a drug in the market the prison- 
ers get some of them. The strawberries went 
the other way.

FLAGRANT OBJECTIONS. 


Prisoners Fighting in the Hallways—Trusties 
and Pets Who Enjoy Their Confinement. 


One of the very worst features of the present 
goverament of the Work-house is the laxity of 
discipline and the perfect indifference of the 
management as to what the prisoners say and 
do when at their leisure. For instance, at 
noon, after dinner, instead of being returned 
to their cells until worktime, as they 
would be in any decently conducted insti- 
tution, the prisoners are hustied pro- 
miscuously into the long half-lighted cor- 
ridor which separates the cells of the 
lower floor. Here huddled upon the stone 
floor they munch their bread and meat, play 
cards, play craps, smoke, swear, fight, throw 
meat, bones and bread at the weak, the aged 
and the unoffending—in short they regularly 
raise a small hades. Is any guard present in 
the ‘‘hall,’’ as itis called, to stop a disturb- 
ance or to prevent serious discord? No, 
never. Nor is any stationed where he can sea 
what is going on in the long, dim corridor. 
To all the better class and the decent 
prisoners this is the most unpleasant hour of 
the twenty-four; to the hoodlums it is a pic- 
nic, for it gives them an opportunity to engage 
in their peculiar delight of imposing upon the 
weak. The abuse practiced in this hall is 
often shameful. Do the officers know all this? 
They do, justas weil as the men. Think of 
turning 250 men, many of them very vicious 
and depraved, into a corridor, and letting 
them do as they please! This is not manage- 
ment, but the very acme of mismanagement 

Asingle guard stationed at either entrance 
would stop all the diMfeulty—but no, the 
guards must have their lolling time. If an 
abused prisoner in this hall makes a complaint 
he is, nineteen times out of twenty, only 
treated with derision, called a crank, told to 
dry up and sit down—indeed, he may get a belt 
over the head from the assistant superinten- 
dent, Galen. It is the rule of the institution 
to pay no attention to complaints. 

In a similar way weak or timid men may be, 
and constantly are, abused in the cells, and 
they can get no redress. In short, it may be 
said that as a rule the officers and guards do 
not protect the prisoners against each other. 
If a man be not a strong fighter he will stand a 
poor show. 

The laxity of discipline is also very marked 
in the utmost liberty of speech and action 
allowed the men in their cells. They 
may and do sing, shout, and indulge 
in the most horrid Billingsgate from cell to 
cell and across the corridors. No effort is 
made to check this, nor is any guard regu- 
larly present in the corridors when the men 
are in. 

In most institutions of this kind the prisoners 
are forbidden to even talk while in their cells 
and the rules are enforced. This may be too 
strict, but it is far preferable to the St. Louis 
uproar and bedlam. 


TRUSTIES AND PETS. 

A minor objection which might be raised 
against the Kunz system isthe undue preva- 
lence of trusties and favored prisoners, but 
this objection obtains to some extent every- 
where. The men who are constantly being 
sent to the Work-house, and who show by the 
frequency of their visits that they are satisfied 
to remain there and make ita home, are the 
ones who receive all the less irksome positions. 
They are the gate-keepers, brush shopmen, 
kitchen men, quarry drivers, tool 
shopmen, etc., etc., in all quite 
a large number. Although such 
practice is favorableto the officers, yet is it 
not directly subversive of the law and the best 
effort of the Police Judge? The Judge tries his 
best to break up the regulars, the idlers, 
the old-timers; he fines them hard and gives 
them gosh, but when they go down in the 
Black Mariathey know they will get a soft 
berth. If such men were put to the drill or ou 
the street with shackles, they would ‘‘go 
down’’ no more. 

It is also true that quite a number of men 
outside of the trusties make a home of the 
place, and when released only hurry to get 
back. They are out Saturday and back Wednes- 
day, or out Wednesday and back Saturday. A 
few of these are old men who could not make 
a living outside, but others are able-bodied 
men who couldif they would. They manage 
in the Work-house, even when in the qgarry, 
to do very little work, and they have plenty to 
eat and to wear and a good bed. The ques- 
tion is: Was the Work-house instituted and is 
it maintained to support such men? Ought 
they*not to be waked up and forced out of the 
place instead of into it? One instance 
of this kind came particularly under the re- 
porter’s attention. Billy Fisher, alias Ed 
Cunningham, was for many years a newsboy 
and bootblack near the Everett House. In the 
last year or two he has disappeared. He isa 
brawny, broad-shouldered man now but so 
weak in ambition that he aspires no higher 
than to bea trusty cart-driver at the Work- 
house. He was sorrowfully released on 
Thursday, May 20, but came back smiling and 
happy on Saturday, the 22d, and on Monday 
resumed his loved place driving a dump-cars 
in the quarry. Whatshould be done with such 
men? 

Henry Nolte is a big, healthy man, some 80 
years old who, forthe last seventeen years 
has made the Work-house his only home. He 
is not under sentence, but simply refuses to 
leave, and works iu the dining-room as other 
prisoners and is locked up as they. By What 
authority he remains, orunder what ordinance 
the Work-house is allowed to harbor such a 
worthiess hulk, has not yet been developed. 
The man is insane or idiotic, but abun- 
dantiy able Yo battle the world. 

SUNDAY—A NOISY TIMES. 

Upon Sunday but two meals are served, at9 
and3o’clock. At8o’clock a Catholic service 
is held, one week for the mon and the next for 
the women. The priests distribute religious 
papers to all who attend. In the afternoon 
some Protestant ladies visit the oelle and dis- 
tribute reading matter. The principal feature . 
of the day is the fearful noise and tbeldry 
which is kept up between the cells by tne toughs

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A cf which can best be described as out- 


The Superintendent and His Burly Relative, 
the Chief Assistant. 

As before said, Wm. Kunz issuperintendent, 
but his chief assistant and actual manager is 4 

*purly, big-voiced relative by the name of Joe 
Galen. Kunz himself is doubtiess a humane 
man and has introduced many admirable re- 
forms during his long administration. Never- 
theless his work is chiefly in the the office, 
and he knows very little of the actual 
doings of each day. Galen is superin- 
tendent so far as the men go. He 
aspires to be a terror,and having plenty 
of power and the men being helpless he suc- 
deeds fairly well. He has good executive abil- 
ity and is well acquainted with the kind of men 
De has to deal with. His drawback is his nat- 
ural and acquired brutality. In this respect 
he is totally unnt for the position. 

SAMPLES OF BRUTALITY. 

Elsewhere is told how Galen jerked a little 
old man around by the beard because he said 
he was sick. 

4 machinist named George Wilson 
went to the Work-house late in March 
on a $100 fine. While working in the 
quarry, his leg or ankle was badly injured by 
the falling of some frozen olay. It was under- 
stood that his ankle was dislocated but this 

was probably not so. Although in the great- 
est pain,he was kept at work and his shackles 
not removed. He repeatedly applied to Galen 
for medical treatment and was as regularly re- 
fused. Finally he wentto Kunz, who, on ex- 
amining the leg, sent foradoctor. The doc- 
tor at once ordered Wlison to the City Hospi- 
tal. After treatmentthere he was returned to 
the Work-house and was finally pardoned by 
the Mayor and released May 26 in a crippled 
condition. Had Galen allowed the man rest and 
attention at first, weeks of suffering anda 
life-long cripple would have been saved. 

While the reporter was present an English 
carpenter named George Saplin (or Charles 
Penrose) came down suffering with dysentery 
andflux. He looked a sick man all over. 
When he applied to Galen for medicine 
that genial gentleman promptiy knocked 
him down. Saplin was kept at work 
as long as he was able to crawl, but was finally 
admitted to the sick cell. He lingered there 
in patient suffering with comparatively no at- 
tention. June 3 he was removed to the Oity 
Hospital, where he died the next morning. 

Such things as these are occurring con- 
stantly. Even worse have taken place in pre- 
vious years. ; 

FAVORITES EARLY RELEASED. 

The man who does his first time in the 
Work-house stays out the last day, unless that 
happens to be Sunday; but the old-timers, the 
trusties and the favorites are very often re- 
leased from two to seven days before their 
time expires. Such release is in the nature of 
a pardon, and in every instance Kunz usurps 
the Mayor’s prerogative. Neither can the 
Mayor designate ina general way that such is 
his pleasure. A pardon must be regularly 
made out. 

Another very arbitrary practice of the insti- 
tution at present is to force every released 
prisoner (served his time) to ride back to the 
city inthe caravan. By what authority cana 
prisoner who has served his time be restrained 
ofhis liberty after he is outside the walls? 
Galen says: It is so ordered by the Mayor. 

WHY NOT FINE THEM? 

Not a few of the prisoners are at the Work- 
house for assault and battery, drunkenness 
and gambling atcraps; and occasionally a man 
pays a good fine for driving a lame horse. 
Nevertheless a steward of the institution is a 
most inveterate drunkard. Assistant Superin- 
tendent Galen frequently commits unprovoked 
(and entirely illegal) assault and battery upon 
prisoners, craps are regularly played in the 
hall, and lame mules are driven in the quarry. 
Why not arrest and fine all these offenders 
and put them in behind the bars, too? 

THE ‘‘BULL RING.’’ 

The bull ring“ or pen, is a small, dark 
enclosure used for punishment and innocently 
labeled ‘‘calaboose.’’ Prisoners may be 
simply confined here or they may be pain- 
folly ‘‘strung up.“ When strung up the 
prisonér stands against a post with his hands 
tied behind. He is then swung up by the tied 
wrists. Thisis said to be no picnic for any- 
body except Galen who pulls the rope. 

JOE GALEN’S TOBACCO STORE. 

Joe Galen is banker for the prisoners and 
takes what money they may have. He also 
sells tobacco, pipes, et., at fearfully high 
prices. Aman who has money on deposit 
may draw tobacco against it, but he can get no 
cash. The idea is, of course, to force every 
man to trade out his deposit.

THE REPORTER’S DIARY. 


Some Brief and Breezy Extracts Showing

May 5.—Fight in the hall to-night, while 
waiting for supper. No guards anywhere 
about. 

May 6.—Fight in the hall this morning, while 
waiting for delayed breakfast bell. ‘‘No ar- 
rests,’’ as they say in the outside world. 

May 10.—At dinner to-day a negro com- 
plained of his piece of meat. Galen, over- 
hearing the same, went for him with several 
lively clips with his cane over the head 
and shoulders. The same heathen hen 
announced that he would ‘‘bull-ring’’ 
any man who complained of his meat. 

May 12.—Littie chap named Pearce freely 
caned by Chris in the quarry because his cart 
had too little rock in it. 

May 13.—Visit at dinner of what was sup- 
posed to be a portion of the Grand-jury. One 
juryman remarked in passing that the grub 
appeared to be ‘‘ratherthin.’’ The delega- 
tion came unawares. 

May 14.—Obris sent up on the loftiest and 
most dangerous ledge of the quarry among 
others a man who suffers from fits and an- 
other just out of the hospital for vertigo. 

May 22—Fight at noon to-day in the hall be- 
tween two cocoons. As usual it was unnoticed 
by the guards forthe reason that no guards 
were about. 

May 156—Ooild, raw, rainy day. The bath was 
fearfully coid and every man in the cell caught 
a lively cold or cough. 

May %3~—Learned to-day of the incident of 
last winter when John Stockton stabbed a 
negro in the haliatnoon. Such an occurrence 
is likely to take place at any time gs no guards 
are ever present, and turmoil 
and verbal abuse is indulged in. 

May An old man with an ulcerated leg 
was badly abused and driven from the ball at 
noon to-day. On pomplaint to the guard out- 
side he was told to shut up and sit down. 

May %—Fight to-night in the hall betw 
two kids while waiting for the ‘‘clay banks. 
Guards nowhere. 

May 27—An old man named Wilson, vio- 
lently streck in the face with a ohunk of hard 
bread, went for a young chap named Ryan and 
did him up bandsomely. 

May %—Same man Wilson on telling Galen 
after breakfast that he was sick was seized by 
Galen by the beard and viciously yanked 
about, He went to work.

Some time about the Ist of May Johnny Kunz, 
a guard and brother of William, let his gun go 
off accidentally and sorely damaged a valua- 
ble mule. He was said to have been intoxi- 
cated. Atany rate he was transferred to the 
position of inside night watchman and since 
then has shot nothing. 

The institution generally manages to find a 
couple of shoemakers among the prisoners. 
One of these said to a reporter: Tes, I have 
made three pairs of shoes for Johnny Kunz 
and one forChris.’’ Why is this thus? City 
leather and city workmen! 

One day on one of the ‘‘claybanks’’ a cart 
mule fell and became seriously entangled in 
the harness. Guard Kenefick became so much 
excited that he turned to a prisoner, proffered 
his weapon and said, ‘‘Hold my gun.’’ 

When Kung shot the mule, Galen is reported 
to have been very wroth, and to have said: 
‘*‘D—— it, we can get plenty of men, but mules 
cost money.’’ 

Men fined $50 or over wear a shackle on each 
leg with a connecting chain; men fined from 
$25 to $50 generally wear a single shackle; un- 
der $25 no shackle is necessary to keep the 
man from taking his chances on running faster 
than the guards can shoot. 
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NOT CRAZY. 


The Antics of Mrs. Richardson Due to Strong 
Drink and Opium.

New York, June 23.—Mrs. Clara Richardson, 
whose strange condition caused her removal 
from the Fifth Avenue Hotel to Bellevue Hos- 
pital Monday, proves to be more of a victim 
of drink and opium than of insanity. The 
diagnosis made by the ambulance surgeon 
who removed her pronounced her suffering 
from acute dementia and she was placed in 


the insane pavilion, but after she had slept off 
the effects 0 the liquor she 
awoke 8 orning in a sensible 
frame of mind. She called for Dr. 
Wildman, who has charge of the insane ward, 
and demanded to know by what authority she 
was held. When told that an ambulance had 
been called to remove her from her rooms she 
was loud in her denunciation of the hotel peo- 
ple and declared that when she got out she 
would make them smart for the indignity. 
Mrs. Richardson ridiculed the idea that she 
was insane and denied that she had been in- 
dulging in opium. She said that she felt un- 
well and took a little stimulant, but 
was never under the influence of liquor 
in her life. The patient was ver 
talkative and said she was the wife of James H. 
Richardson, a wealthy cotton merchant ofNo. 
110 Adams street, Memphis, Tenn. She said 
that ber busband was worth $100,000, 
and that she possessed considerable property 
in herown name. Before her marriage, a few 
years ago, she was on the stage; and although 
she stopped acting when she becamea wife, 
she has kept up her acquaintance with theat- 
rical people. During her professional! life 
Mrs. Richardson claimed she bad acted with 
John McCullough, and at one time supported 
Clara Morris, whom she accompanied on one 
occasion to the insane asylum at Blackwell's 
Island, while Miss Morris was making a stud 
of the inmates. She came to New Yor 
last Saturday from her home in Memphis 
in company with some theatrical friends and 
intended to sail for Europe on the Etruria. 
She meta relative here and did not return to 
the hotel until late in the evening, several 
hours after the Etruria had sailed. 

The strange behavior of Mrs. Richardson at- 
tracted attention at the Fifth Avenue Hotel on 
Suaday, when she occupied herself with ring- 
ing for bell-boys at intervals of every few 
22 during the day. About half the time 
when the boy answered the call he was sent 
back to the office and told to be more prompt 
next time. Monday Mrs. Richardson kept the 
servants busy bringing liquors to her 
room, and early in the afternoon 
made a tour o the hotel corridors 
en deshabiile. She sent down for the 
time-tablies of various railroads runrming out 
of New York and asked information on several 
matters which amused the attendants. One 
bellboy said yesterday thatwhen he went to 
Mrs. Richardson’s room he always found her 
singing: 

I'll hang my harp on a willow tree, 
And I'll be off to the wars again: 
aceful home has no charms for me, 
And the battlefield no pain. 

Toward night Mrs. Richardson became 
violent and the clerk was sent for by one of 
the guests, who failed to quiet her, and, think- 
ing the woman crazy, called an ambulance 
from the New York Hospital. The Physician 
also thought his patient insane and accord- 
ingly transferred her to Bellevue. 

esterday forenoon HubertGormley, a book- 
binder, living at No. 245 East Seventy-ninth 
street, who isacousin of Mrs. Richardson, 
called at the hospital and offered to take the 
atient to his house. Although Mrs. 
tichardson was anxious toget out of the in- 
stitution, she informed Dr. Wildman that she 
did not care togo with Mr. — ony & A tele- 
ram was sent to the woman’s husband in 
lemphis informing him of his wife’s condi- 
tion and advising him tocome to New York. 
He is expected to arrive to-day and remove 
his wife, whose half dozen Saratogatrunks are 
still at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

Mr. Benjamin Baker, Treasurer of the Ac- 
tors’ Relief Fund, who is acquainted with 
nearly all the members of the theatrical pro- 
fession, said yesterday that he had never 
heard of Mrs. Richardson being on the stage. 
Mr. Goodwin, Clara Morris’ manager, said 
that to his knowledge Miss Morris had never 
been supported by such a person.

DISSATISFIED SWITCHMEN IN CHICAGO 
THREATEN TO GO ON A STRIKE. 


The Discharge of Non-Union Employes De- 
manded—Trouble for the Lake Shore 
Road—The Nailers’ Scale—Miners Causing 
Trouble Furniture- Workers’ Strike Ended 
Laber News. 


OnrcaGo, June 23.—Several consultations 
between the switchmen and the Lake Shore 
Railroad officials have taken place this fore- 
noon, the resuit of which has not yet been an- 
mounced. It is stated that the switchmen be- 
longing to the local are again press- 
ing tor the discharge of the eight 
non-Union men on whose account 
the strike of sixty days ago occurred, It was 


declared then by the ewitchmen that the Com- 
pany had agreed to discharge the eight non- 
union men within sixty days, but this state- 
ment the officials denied at the time, and said 
the men had returned to work without any 
conditions whatever. The representative of 
the switchmen, on whose representations the 
strike was concluded, has since disappeared, 
and some of the switchmen now declare that 
he misrepresented the facts to them. On 
Sanday last the switchmen decided to strike 
unless the company discharged the men, and 
& they decided otherwise. It is stated 
to-day that the men have once again taken 
the stand that they wi strike 
unless the non-union men are discharged 
and it is intimated that the strike will begin at 
4o’clock this afternoon, unless the company 
concede to the demands ofthe union. The 
eight objectionable men have been in the em- 
ploy of the company ranging from ten to four- 
teen years. 


Plasterers Strike. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 23.—The plasterers of 
the two cities, some 700in number, have gone 
out on another strike. This will close build- 
ing operations for some time uniess the 


trouble is settled. All the houses that were 
begun in the spring are completed with the 
exception of the plastering. The plasterers 
struck on May 1, when their demands of eight 
hours per day and $16 per week were granted. 
The employers signed a scale agreeing to 
pay this rate for one year. This agreement 
was violated yesterday, it is said, by a refusal 
to continue the scale, and a strike was the re- 
sult. The Contractors’ Union bave flled a new 
scale, which stipulates that ten hours consti- 
tute a day's work, at 30 cents an hour. At this 
rate, it is averred, the men would earn more 
money, but ey positively refuse to work 
more than eight hours a day. 


Furniture Strike Ended. 


CHICAGO, June 23.—The strike of the furni- 
ture workers for eight hours was last night 
officially declared at an end ata meeting of 
the Union. Every furniture worker may now 
return to work and work as many hours as he 
chooses. As a matter of fact, nearly all the 
members of the Union returned to work on 
the ten hour system some time ago. The 

uestion of boycotting the Brunswick-Balke 

illiard Manufacturing Company, was dis- 
cussed at some length. and it was fimally de- 
cided that such boycott shouid be ordered. 
Prominent members of the Union say that 
they have a number of grievances against the 
company. 


The Nailers’ Scale. 


PITTSBURG, June 23.—The joint committee 
of manufacturers and nailers met this morn- 
ing and organized. The nailers pre- 
sented the scale for consideration, 
which is what is known as the Mingo 
scale. The conference lasted until I o’clock 
when an adjournment was taken until 3 
o'clock. Itis believed that the scale will be 
signed, so as to make the amalgamated scale 
complete, but it is doubtful if the nail factories 
resume operations.

INDIAN WHEAT. 


The Prospect of Its Modifying the Fereign 
Demand for American Grain. 


Ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard received to-day from 
Bruce & Wilson, importers of Glasgow, Scot- 
land, aletter on the grain trade situation in 
the United Kingdom, of which the following 
are the most important extracts: 

„During the past week the depression has 
rather increased than otherwise in the grain 
trade, and there are some very weak points in 


the situation. In the first place, the arrivals 
of breadstuffs have been very heavy and in 
excess of requirements. Shipments from 
America have been very liberal 
and to the amazement of all engaged in trade 
India dispatched last week 413, quarters of 
wheat. Theability of our Eastern colony to 
ship such an enormous quantity at 
current values will tend to rev- 
Olutionize the trade, and former 
experience is quite valueless in the altered 
circumstances of the trade. It may occur that 
these shipments may not berepeated. Doubt- 
less large parcels of Indian wheat were sold, 
April or May shipments, and the necessity 
of fulfilling these contracts before their term 
expired muy account for such heavy figures 
being reached. The quantity of wheat on pas- 
sage to the United Kingdom has increased 
200,000 quarters since this day week, and is 
now 2, 216, 00 quarters. 
‘*It seems to us that the cost, insurance and 
freight business will be very limited for some 
time to come, as the losses the trade here 
and elsewhere have sustained will deter the 
bulk of importers from operating.’’ 
Bruce & Wilson stand high in business cir- 
cles and have the reputation of being shrewd, 
far-seeing business men and close observers, 
so that their opinion carries weight. The 
letter was read by a number of 
entlemen on the floor and the out- 
ook was pronounced ee eee : 
There has been considerable hooting at India 
wheat and statements that it woul rove a 
formidable rival to American wheat, but that 
it is — an unpleasant factor 
acknowledged on all hands. 
It is said by some dealers 
that India wheat cannot prove formidabie 
becanse the grade of it is so much lower than 
that of American wheat, but this is disproved 
to some extent dy the statement of ndon 
millers, who 4 it good milling 
wheat, as good if not better than the average 
grade of American export wheat. The ship- 
ment of 3,304,000 bushels in one week from India 
as stated b this letter cannot but 
make a vast difference in the British demand 
for American wheat and the difference is 
greater becouse it foreshadows still more ex- 
extensive operations in Indian grain,

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THE CHICAGO ANARCHISTS. 


Progress of the Trial—One Juror Selected— 
Parsons’ Travels. 


Curcaco, June 23.—The News this morning 
prints an account of the movements of Anar- 
chist Parsons since the night of the Haymarket 
riot. It says that when the bomb exploded 
Parsons leaped from the wagon and ran to his 
home, No. 245 West Indiana street. Here he 
held a conference with his wife and they de- 
cided that his fight was necessary. By morn- 
fing he was on the Rock Island train witha 
ticket to Omaha. His disguise wae thorough 
and unique. Parsons’ hair and mustache are 
iron gray in color, but personal vanity has 
ever led him to the use of a dark dye, and even 
his most intimate friends have known and 
described him as a dark-haired man. Be- 
fore leaving his home on the night 
of his fight he removed the 


dye from his hair and mustache. The result 
Wasa thorough change in appearance. On 
reaching Omaha Parsons went directly to the 
home of Anton Ruhe, the patron of Nebraska 
anarchists, and the proprietor of a suburban 
road-house. Up to that time the anxiety to 
apprehend Parsons bad not reached the pitch 
11 attained subsequently, and no one had 
started in pursuit of the anarchist. The news- 
apers kept him informed of the progress of 
pal lic sentiment and the growth of the desire 
n Ohicago for his return. He then took alarm 
and through the mediation of Ruhe secured 
refuge on a farm near Papilion, a small town 
twenty miles west of Omaha. There he re- 
mained until Friday last, when, —— 
to advice of Capt. Black, he starte 
tor Chicago. He boldly entered Omaha, 
urchased his ticket and made the journey of 
miles without an attempt at concealment. 
His beard during his absence covered his face, 
and when he appeared before his w'‘fe at 7 
o’clock Monday morning, she scarcely knew 
him. In the forenoon he secured the services 
ofabarber, and after taking dinner at the 
home of a friend on Morgan street, he tooka 
cab for the Criminal Court. It is now certain 
that Balthazar Kaus mission to Omaha was 
partly to see Parsons, but as he has said ina 
reviously published letter to Attorney Zeiler. 
Rau was so shadowed by the police in Ne- 
braska that he abandoned his project. Parsons 
constantly communicated by letter with his 
wife, and latterly with Capt. Black.

TOOK CARBOLIC ACID. 


The Suicide This Morn at St. George’s 
Hotel of James Berkey. 

James L. Berkey, aged 73 years, committed 
Suicide this morning by taking carbolic acid, 
at the St. George Hotel, corner of Ninth and 
Pine streets. He left a letter addressed to his 


room-mate requesting that the fact of his 
death be telegraphed to C. B. Given 
of the Warren Chapter of Masons at 
Newark, O., who would take charge 
of hisremains. Mr. Stanley F. Bellew, the 
room-mate, made strenuous efforts to sup- 
press the facts in the case, but finally told 
what he knew of his friend’s death. @ was 
awakened about 6 o’clock this morning and 
found the deceased in great agony. An 
bottle marked corbolic acid indicated all 
too plainly the cause of his suffering. 
Bellew ran forthe nearest physician, who 
came immediately and administered the usual 
antidotes, but the patient died at8:45 o'clock. 

Mr. Berkey had at one time been in posses- 
gion of considerable wealth. He had been a 
director of the Baltimore & Ohio Railway for 
nine years. His wife was the neice of Henry L. 
Stanberry, Attorney General under Lincoln. Of 
late the deceased had met with many financial 
reverses. To retrieve his fortunes he had 
been speculating in real estate, and at 
the time of his death had on hand 
some negotiations in which Bellew was also 
interested, and which they hoped would 
result favorably. Pending these, however, 
he was in, very straitened circumstances. 
The deceased leaves a wifein Newark, a mar- 
ried daughter in Denver and a son of 17 
years, who is living with the mother. 

Dr. J. D. Irwin, the physician who attended 
the dying man in his last Moments, said be 
had seemed very determined in his desire 
to die. He had struggled against taking the 
antidotes and seemed to be making heroic 
efforts to disguise his sulferings. 
He had admitted taking the 
carbolic acid with suicidal intent. Shortly be- 
fore he died he made an effort to speak 
but his throat and lips 
badly burned that his words 
unintelligible. All that could be distinguished 
was ‘‘tell bim, and the message would be 
lost in inarticulate sounds. 


The Moonshiners.

Our Western solitudesare 
rapidly filling up, and there will soon be 
no unpeopled areas except the desolate ex- 
panses whose sterility renders them unfit. 
for human habitation. Amid the swift 
progress of material growth and develop- 
ment, a general desire springs up to main- 
tain some remnant of the aboriginal wil- 
derness secure from the inexorable tread 
of progress, some abiding sanctuary of nat- 
ure unprofaned by the busy genius of 
utility.

What the Editors of the New York Journals 
Are Saying This Morning.

NEW Tonk. June 23.—The WORLD says: 
Mr. Gladstone made the third speech of his 
campaign series last evening in Glasgow. For 
a magnificent display of individual, intellect- 
ual athieticism it had no parallel in history. 
A single man, and a septuagenarian at that, 
stands arrayed against the prejudices 
and convictions of the most obstinate 
people of whom there is any authentic 
record, upon a radical point in which 
their pride of race is sorely touched. 
Bitterly opposed by his political enemies, de- 
serted by his chief followers, antagonized by 
the press, railed at by superticial carpers of 
the Randolph Churchill order, this one old 
man, whois justiy called Grand, presents 
a figure which deserves to go down to pos- 
terity as one of the most heroic which has 
ever borne the brunt ofa struggle for human 
liberty.’’

He is accused, among other 
things, of personal dishonesty while purser of 
a steamboat onthe Pacific coast. ile act- 
ing in that capes he was in the habit of do- 
ing errands at Portland for the business men 
along the coast, making purchases and —— 
bills forythem. At one time Daniel Kepler en- 
trusted to him between $400 and $500 to purchase 
a numberof money orders ofgsmall amounts. 
Upon the return of the steamergo Port Towns- 
send Beecher made no report to Kepler, who, 
after waiting a while, sought an explanation. 
Beecher claimed to have given the money to 
one H. D. Temple of Portland, who, he said, 

eed to get the oney orders, but 
had neglected to doso. e bad taken no re- 
ceipt from Temple, unfortunately. After 
several months waiting, during which time he 
failed to persuade Beecher recover his 
money, although he persistently appealed to 
nim to do so, e ler decided to go to Portland 
himself, and, to his surprise Temple denied all 
knowledge of the transaction, insisting that he 
had never heard of it before and had never 
received money from Beecher for any pur- 


pose. f 

Both Temple and Kepler were before the 
committee yesterday mornin and in the 
presence of Beecher testified to the facts as 
above stated. Begqcher still insists that he gave 
the money to Temple, and supposing him to 
be an honorable man, neglected to take a re 
ceipt. It is a question of veracity between 
thetwo men at the expense of Kepler, who 
naturally holds that Beecher, whose receipt 
he has, is responsible for the loss of the 
money.

Of the trotting stallions that have lived toa 
green old age the most notabie example is 
Volunteer, one of the first of the get of Rys- 
dyk’s Hambletonian, and also one of his most 


successful descendants in the stud. Volun- 
teer was foaled in 1854, and is, therefore, now 


32 years of age, and yet his procreative powers | 


were insome measure preserved until he was 
nearly 80 years uf age, and up to 27 he was an 
unusually sure foai-getter. Rysdyk’s Hambie- 
tonian, the sire of Volunteer, died at the age 
of 27, and his sire, Abdallah, was 29 when he 
perished miserably of cold and starvation one 
stormy day in the winter of 1854, only afew 
months after his grandson Volunteer was 
born, and long before his son Rysdyk's Ham 
bietonian was thought of as a sire of trotters. 
It will be seen that the Hambletonians come 
of long-lived stock, and this longevity is un- 
questionably due to the almost perfect consti- 
tutions with which this tribe os horses is 
biessed. Almont, another member of the fam- 
ly, died at 20, George Wilkes at 26, Hamlet 
at 20 and Iron Duke at 21. The ages of other 
well-known trotting sires at the time of their 
death were as follows: Conklin’s Abdallah, 18:

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MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


The New Sprinkling Bill—Amendments to 
the Appropriation Bill. 


Seven members of the City Council met last 
night, with Vice-President Temple in the 
chair. 

Mr. Devoy presented a bill to provide for 
sprinkling the streets, as outlined in the Post- 
DISPATCH a few weeks ago, in detail as follows: 
The Assessor and Collector of Water Rates 
shall levy and collect on all water licenses 


the additional rate of 25 per cent on licenses 
ranging from $2 to $50 per anium, 15 per cent 
on licenses ranging from $60 to $100, 10 per 
cent on licenses from $100 to §500, 5 per cent on 
licenses ranging from $500 to $1,000, 2 per cent 
on licenses ranging from $1, to $2,500, and 
and the additional rate of 1 per cent on licenses 
in excess of $2,500. The Board of Public Im- 
provements is authorized to sprinkle all 
streets within 1,000 feet of any distribution 
pipe of the water service, the work to. be 
superintended by the Street Commissioners, 
who shall be authorized to appoint a superin- 
tendent of sprinkling at a salary of $150 per 
month. 

The bond of the Fulton Iron Works, who are 
to furnish the water-works with new engines 
and boiler, was approved. 

Mr. Cummings introduced a resolution to 
amend the lease of the portion of the wharf 
leased to Thelman & Co., who have re-leased 
it to other parties.

Executions 
from these judgments were levied upon the 
stock, which consists of guns, fishing tackle 
and sportsmen’ 8 supplies.

ASSOCIATION, 


Officers Nominated for Next Year—The Re- 
ports of Committees—To-Morrow’s Ex- 
cursion on the River—The Public Invited 
for Friday. 


The attendance and interest inthe Photog- 
raphers’ convention to-day was manifestly 
increased. The seating capacity ot 
the small hall devoted to their 
meeting was filled and may stood 
during the proceedings. All were unanimous 
in their praise of the management of the affair, 
the exhibit of work and the display of the 
dealers. Before every collection of pictures 
are little groups of visiting artists, 
discussing certain effects and inquir- 
ing the methods of their production. 
The most minute bit of information relating to 
the art is seized with avidity and circulated 
with generosity by the delegates. The feature 
of the gathering that most impresses a looker- 
on is the earnestness of the men. 
They all recognize that they are engaged 
in a pursuit where every little 
point is of value and where the competition Is 
most active. All are learning. All are rest- 
less, inquisitive, penetrating and enthusiastic. 
The papers read to them asabody would 
seem to the unininiated as sufficient to 


satisfy the most craving after technical 
knowledge, but in addition these gentiemen 
gather in little knots of two and three and 
swap items of personal experience and in- 
formation. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

The convention was called to order about 
9:40 a. m. to-day by President Potter, who 
opened with the information that on Friday 
the galleries would be opened to the public 
until 10 o'clock p.m. There was some little 
misunderstanding in regard tothe time for 
convening, some of the papers putting it at 10 
o’clock and some at 9, consequently the mem- 
bers were notall presant when the meeting 
was called to order, but came in slowly all the 
way up to 10 o ‘clock.

Prrrsnund, Pa., June 2%-—The Grand - jury 
yesterday returned an indictment for con- 
spiracy against Chief of Detectives Roger 
O’Mara, Detective Wetherhorn of Pensacola, 
Fia., and Frank E. Hill.

as much ofasensation asthe elopment. Hill 
acted as if distracted after the elopement and 
the fact that he returned on the same train 
with Mrs. Hill and Marchand, the latter 
two occupying the same berth, and Hill and 
O'Mara another, caused no little surprise. 
Mrs. Hill is rich in her own right and the sur- 
mise that she settled the case with money has 
now been verified. She gave her husband 
$10,000 in order to consent to a separation and 
ermit her to live with Marchand. To this she 
estified before the Grand-jury. 
said further, that she was «thr 
ened, by O’Mara and Hill, 
prosecution and forced to leave Florida 
and accompany them North, when O'Mara was 
mot even provided with the necessary legal 
eee. Detective Wetherhorn aided U’Mara 
this. She claims that O’ Mara received a big 
share of the money. Suit has also been 
brought by Mrs. Hill against her husband and 
Q’ to recover her money and property. 
Hill was on the stand yesterday, and gave the 
following account ofthe negotiation with Mrs. 
Hill, after the capture of the eloping couple: 
„She (Mrs. Hil!) said she would never leave 
Marchand, and would never live with me 
again, and proposed that we should separate; 
that she would give me $9,000 and we each * 
our own way. When I found that she 
would come with me I accepted 
her offer. She ave me about $1,600 
there and said she had some bank stock in 
Pittsburg that she could not sell without my 
joining in the transfer. She proposed that we 
return to Pittsburg, sell the bank stock and 
give me the balance. I consented. She then 
wanted Marchand to ace mpany us as her at- 
torney. lrefused, but finally consented. We 
then started for Pittsburg; reached there on 
the morning of the 4th of March last. We 
then wentina carriage to two of the banks 
where she had stock. She requested O Mara 
to go along to identify me as her husband. 
Marchand also went along. She made the sale 
of the stock. O’ Mara identified me as her bus- 
band and I joined in the transfer. The 
money was handed to her. Marchand at her 
request counted itand handed it back to her 
and she putitin hersatchel. The proceeds of 
both sales amounted to $11,100. Shethen pro- 
ee a change ofthe arrangement made at 
neacola. She said if she would give me 
$9,000 as agreed upon it would not leave them 
enough ready money and wanted me to accept 
700 and a deed tor the Greensburg property. 
he insisted upon this and I finally consented. 
I employed Mr. Hunter and she and Mr. 
Marchand spoke to young Mr. Reardon. Mr. 
Hunter drew up two deeds—one by my wife 
and me to O’Mara and one by O’Mara and 
wifeto me.

PETER L. FOY RESIGNS. 


A ROW AT THE PARNELL AID ASSOCIATION 
MEETING LAST NIGHT. 


Mr. Foy Explains His Action—Congressman 
Glover’s Contributions to the Parnell 
Fund—Correspondence on the Irish Ques- 
tion. ' 


The Parnell Aid Association met last night 
at Dr. Thomas O’Reilly’s residence, Seven- 
teenth and Washington avenue, and in the 
course of the deliberations a serious difficulty 
occurred which caused the resignation of Obair. 
man Peter L. Foy. It was proposed that the 
money collected be sent to Rev. Oharies 
O’ Reilly of Detroit, Treasurer of the Irish Na- 
tional League. Mr. Foy refused to put a mo- 
tion to that effect and when pressed to do 80 
withdrew his own check for $100 and resigned 
the chairmanship. The motion was put by 
Dr. O’Reilly, who was elected Chairman, and 
carried, 

Mr. Foy said this morning: The Parnell 
Aid Association was formed to aid Mr. Parnell 


in his Parliamentary struggle. That was all 
it was intended to do. I said 


in the beginning that I belonged 
to no societies, and would join none. I was 
in favor of helping Parnell, but would not ga 
into any schemes. Ever since the association 
has been formed there has been an effort to have 
the money sent to this Father O'Reilly 
in Detroit instead of directly to Parnell. 
Now we don’t want to help O’Reilly’s schemes. 
I do not believe in him. e has plans other 
than those of Parnell’s. He is the priest 
who made that sensational speec at 
Detroit on Decoration Day about the 
fisheries question. He is a rabid politician 
and not the sortof man to have charge of 
money to help Ireland. The men-who were in 
the meeting last night and voted to send the 
money to him are members of his League, and 
I think they belong to some secret society. I 
don’t want to be quoted as saying they do, 
but I believe it. Else why should they 
want to send the money through that 
man’s hands instead of directil 
to Parnell, whom it was intended to help. 
was told the other day by Simon Jordan that 
an attempt would be made last night to divert 
the money to O'Reilly, but could not believe 
it. I believe now that the meeting was packed 
for that purpose.’’ 

„Shall you sever your connection with the 
Association?’’ 

„1 have resigned the chairmanship and 
shall probably attend no more meetings, nor 
shall I solicit subscriptions to the fund. 
I shall send my. own contribu- 
tion directly to r. Parnell to-day. 
The association was formed about six months 

O and was only intended to last until the 
parliamentary as Hy is over. It must then 
cease to exist. If it is tobe used for bad ends, 
however, it will not last so long.’’
